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BEGIN TEXT OF FINAL PARAGRAPH: 

-ENCOURAGING EXCHANGES OF TEACHING MATERIALS INCLUDING SCHOOL 
TEXTBOOKS, HAVING IN MIND THE POSSIBILITY OF PROMOTING MUTUAL

3. COMMENT: ABOVE TEXTS REFLECT SEVERAL TRADE-OFFS. WEST HAS 
MOVED SOMEWHAT TOWARD ROMANIAN POSITION ON ISSUE OF CONTENTS OF 
TEXTBOOKS, BUT BRITISH HAVE MADE IT CLEAR TO HEAD OF ROMANIAN DEL 
THAT WEST EXPECTS ROMANIANS TO RECIPROCATE IN OTHER AREAS OF BAS- 
KET III. (AND WEST WILL NOT PROCEED TO REGISTRATION OF L/139 UN- 
TIL ROMANIANS HAVE SO ACTED). IN ADDITION, THIS WESTERN CONCES- 
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SION WOULD BE BALANCED BY SOVIET AGREEMENT TO INTRODUCE ELEMENT 
OF "CONTACTS" INTO SECOND PARAGRAPH OF TEXT ON TEACHING METHODS. 
FINALLY, SOVIETS HAVE AGREED TO MODIFY SUBSTANTIALLY THEIR CRIPP- 
LING AMENDMENTS TO KEY ELEMENTS OF L/l 1 1 , NOW IN BRACKETS. IN 
TURN, WEST WOULD AGREE TO RETENTION OF SOVIET CAVEAT IN FIRST
